Thirty-Sixth Annual Banquet a 
Decided Succès». 
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DR. W. T. PORTER. 

Professor of Comparative Phy- 
siology at Harvard Univer- 
sity Medical School. ' 

The thirty-sixth annual banquet of 
the Medical Undergraduate Society, 
held Saturday evening, at the Rltz- 
Carlton, was a decided success. In 
uvery sense of the term, and was 
thoroughly enjoyed by about one hun 
dred and twenty undergraduates and 
members of the faculty. 

The graduating class made very 
genial hosts, and are to be congratu 
lated on the gratifying results of 
their endeavours. ' 

The banqueters gathered in the 
lounge room, about 8.30, and were 
called to the banquet room. by Presl 
dent Kenning shortly afterward. The 
guests of the evening included. Dr. 
W. T. Porter, Professor of Physio- 
logy, Harvard Medical School, the 
Vice-Principal, the Dean of the Fac- 
ulty of Medicine, a number ci the 
members of the faculty, and représen- 
tatives from our sister colleges. The 
details of decorations of the banquet 
room, and of music, had been care- 
fully attended to. 

When the dinner had been served, 
cigars wore passed around, twid when 
a comfortably smoky mist had set- 
tled on the gathering, the president, 
Mr. G. C. Kenning, rose and propos- 
ed the toast to the King. When the 
Nutlonal Anthem had .beoii aung, the 
health of the President of the United 
States was drunk, and the company 
remained standing until the Star 
Spangled 'Banner had been played. 

The toast to the speaker of the 
evening wus proposed in a few words 
by Mr. Kenning. 

On rising to reply, Dr. Porter first 
congratulated the medical students on 
the excellence of the equipment and 
buildings used in connection with 
their studies, mentioning especially 
the New Medical Building, which, he 
stated, vias an adequate home for the 
elements of "culture and taste," so 
often lacking in buildings devoted to 
teaching. 

The Doctor then gave a short* re 
sume of his work at the front, where 
he has spent some considerable time 
studying "shell shock" from a physio 
logical point of view. He pointed out 
that thero was a difference in the 
systems u„8ed in medical Institutions 
in France and on this side, and 
stated as his personal opinions that 
j the results obtained In France suffer 
when compared to the medical and 
surgical work in our own Hospitals 
t:t Montreal. 

In speaking of the Paris military 
hospital, the speaker told of the de- 
velopment of the famous Carrol-Da- 
lin system of treatment of wounds, 
which had been originated at that in- 
stitution. 

A typical French military hospital 
is found at Baupaume, where the 
King and Queen of Belgium are sta- 
tioned, the Queen working daily lr, 
the wards. The wounded of the 
French army are handled in a special 
system briefly outlined by the speak- 
er. The dressing^ stations ■ are gen- 
erally located In cellars, etc., In the 
third line trenches, and are connected 
by anibulance service to the sorting 
stations. Hero the patients who are 
unable to travel are given treatment 
for their wounds, and the remainder 
are carried to base hospitals. There 
are no nurses, and the shortage of 
.medical men is so great that the 
work is carried on in two shifts of 
twelve hours. 

i At this point the Doctor paid a tri- 
bute to the magnificent spirit and 
morale of all the French soldiers with 
whom he came In contact. In the 
most strenuous times they acted in a 
most sportsmanlike manner, and 
showed genuine friendship for com- 
rades and strangers. 

In speaking of the part of the 
United States in the war, Dr. Porter 
assured the gathering that "the 
States are In this war to a man," and 
closed his address with a statement 
of his admiration of the record of 
Canada in the war. 

Owing to the illness of Sir William 
Peterson, the toast to Alma Mater 
was proposed by Dr. Moyse, Vice- 
Principal and Dean of the Faculty of 
Arts. The Dean stated that he could 
not refrain from comparing the Medi- 
cal Building with the Arts Building, 
which was so old and draughty that 
people frequently -caught colds, there- 
by increasing the medical practice of 
Montreal. The Dean's interest In 
medical matters was stimulated by 
the memory of such great men as Dr. 
Sharpey and Dr. Osier, and the fact 
.that the Medical Faculty had once

DR. THORNTON, DM, 
IS HONORED IN O.S. 

McGill Professor is Elected Presi- 
dent of the American Inst, 
of Dental Teachers. 



Dr. "A. W. Thornton, D.D.s., chair- 
man of the Dental Executive, and 
Professor of Crown and Bridge Work, 
returned from Pittsburg last night, 
where he was attending a meeting of 
the American Institute of Dental 
Teachers. This association is made 
up of the teaching staff of the Dental 
Departments of the Universities of 
the United States and Canada. It 
meets annually for the discussion of 
questions of dental education, and 
has done a great dc*.l towards rais- 
ing the standard of the profession to 
Its present advanced state. The meet- 
ing which has Just been concluded 
was of particular Importance owing 
to the fact that a great demand for 
irood dentists has arisen with the im- 
mense army which the United States 
Is preparing to send overseas. 

Dr. Thornton lias for several years 
been, chairman of the Executive Com- 
mittee, and his ununimous election to 
the office of president of the institu- 
tion is Indeed a great honor to the man 
himself, and to the McGill Dental De- 
partment, especially as there are tew 
dental colleges In Canada, when com- 
pared with those of the United 
States. 



been the "savior of McGill" In strenu- 
ous academic times, gave that facul- 
ty greater prominence In his estima- 
tion. 

In ucudeinic life at McGill the 
speaker stated that there were two 
opposite streams of force at work. 
The Prlnclpa'l keeps the Deans in or- 
der; the Deans keep their faculties in 
order; and .the faculties try to keep 
the students in order. Conversely: 
the students try to keep the profes- 
so-h in order; the professors do their 
best to. keep the Deans in order; and 
finally the Deans try to exercise their 
authority on the Principal. Thé Uni- 
versity can in no wise be properly 
governed unless these two forces are 
present, equal and opposite. 

Dean Moyse confessed, however, 
livt his chief respoct for the medical 
students came from the fact that In 
his cricketing days he always found 
the best exponents of the manly game 
in the faculty of Medicine. 

He closed his address by referring 
to his late friend, Dr. McCrae, and 
asking the members of the graduat- 
ing claB.s to do their duty according 
f) tho example of their -bravo profes- 
sor. 

Mr. G. N. Belgea, '19, responded to 
this toast. 

Mr. K. H. MacLaughlln, '18, In a 
few -siriking words, proposed a toast 
to the health of the faculty. He 
thanked them on behalf of his class 
for their hard labour, which they had 
pot forth in helping, the undergrads. 
'.o overcome the defects in their pre- 
liminary training. Not only was the 
faculty sacrificing' and labouring at 
home 'in the interests of the science 
of Medicine, but had sent several of 
their members to the battlo front to 
share the honourable duty of the ser- 
vice to our country. 

In thanking the proposer, acting 
Dean Bl&ckader stated that in peace 
time the faculty had two chief func- 
tions— to teach and train students— 
and to conduct research. In the pres- 
ent times the latter duty has been re- 
placed by service to our country in 
prosecution of tho war. In order to 
tell of the work being done by the 
faculty, tho Doctor read a letter from 
Pr. Elder, O. C, McGill Hospital, giv- 
ing statistics for 1917. The most in- 
teresting are tts follows: 

Admissions, 55,000; deaths, 301; 
death rate, 0.5 per cent. 

Operations, 34,000; deaths, 202; 
death rate, 3.05 per cent.

H COLLEAGUE 
PAYS TRIBUTE 
TO Di McCRAE 

His Death a Great Loss to Oar 
Community and the Univer- 
sity.

Lieut. -Col. McCrae, "A Poet, a 
Scientist, and a Soldier." 



(The Daily Is Indebted to Prof. Cald 
well, head of the Department of 
Philosophy, for the following 
splendid tribute to Lieut. -Col. 

McCrae.) 

It was suggested to me yesterday 
by a common friend of our departed 
soldier-poet, that I might perhaps 
give at least a partial expression in 
print, of the feelings that I have In 
regard to the loss sustained by our 
community and University by the 
death, on active service, of Dr. Mc- 
Crae. 

I had certainly expressed, within 
the last week, to more than one Mc- 
Gill colleague, and in one or two pri- 
vate circles, my own personal sense of 
our common loss in Dr. McCrae's vol- 
untary sacrifice of his life, and ills 
highly trained services for his coun- 
try and for humanity. 1 knew, of 
course, already, from Dr. McCrae's 
Immediate colleagues, of the high es- 
teem in which his personaltiy and his 
attainments were held by those most 
competent t' Judge of him in his 
professional capacity. I had been 
speaking again on Saturday to the 
friend in question of my general 
sense of Dr. McCrae's worth. After 
parting with him on St. -eà tli c i lue [ 
Street, I felt myself tapped on thé 
shoulder from behind by this same 
McGill doctor, who begged me. for 
the sake of the University, and as a 
professor In an allied faculty, to say 
In print something akin to what I 
hud Just said to him. I feared then, 
I said, that anything of mine would 
be quite inadequate, and perhaps 
superfluous. To-day, Sunday, I do 
feel thut I might, perhaps, with the 
permission and help of the McGill 
Daily, speak a word or two of admir- 
ation and affection for the man and 
the colleague we have lost in Col. Mc- 
Crae; and a word In respect of what 
his "carrying on" and his "going 
ahead" should mean to us Who are 
left to do the work of the day at 
home — In the security which men like 
McCrae, and other McGill men, have 
purchased with their lives. 

Dr. John McCrae was indeed a re- 
markable man. I was fortunate 
enough to make his acquaintance soon 
after coming to McGill, and I soon 
mude up my mind that he was one of 
the finest men I have ever met In any 
University circle. As I said to two 
of his colleagues lust week: "Think 
of it, a poet and a scientist and a 
soldier — a scholar, a gentleman, a 
Christian, a fine fellow, generous, 
unselfish, a tireless, aggressive work- 
er." And over all this there was the 
charm, tho esprit, the freshness of 
the bubbling personality of "Jack 
McCrae." He had won the hearts of 
an entire city. 

I knew from Professor Adami (also 
on active service), and others of the 
services of Dr. McCrae to the science 
of pathology, and I knew from medical 
men that he was, as he left for over- 
seas, on the eve Of one of the great 
consulting practices of North Amer- 
ica. I knew him further, as a Uni- 
versity teacher, who was scholar 
enough to give a broad, accomplished, 
humanistic oresentatlon of the sci- 
ence of preventive medicine in a so- 
called, public. University lecture. X 
attended this University lecture of 
his some time ago, and it was like 
hearing the whole history of medicine 
from the Greeks and the Arabians, or 
to the various cults and tendencies of 
the day — sound and unsound. And 
the whole was cast in a setting of 
literature and genial humour, that 
would have done honour to any man 
— Osier, or Dr. John Brown, or any 
medical humanist. He N had a broad 
culture outside the limits of his spe- 
cial subject, and he was fit to repre- 
sent the latter anywhere in the world. 
I knew him, too, as a man who

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GAMBLING. 



On many occasions the Daily has defended the character of the 
college student against the criticisms of the public press and the 
false statements of numerous well wishing reformers. Like most 
college papers, we resent the attitude which is so often taken to- 
wards students as being founded on the unfavorable impression 
made by a few undesirables who may be found in any community, 
even in one which by its very nature despises all that is base and 
degenerating. Such youths are as obnoxious to the majority of 
their fellows as to the outside public, and even more so, because 
the true students have learned to distinguish between the gentle- 
man and the "cheap sporty" and are not so likely to be carried 
away by his daring conversation. 

McGill is no better and no worse off in this respect than most 
other Universities, but here at least the habits cultivated by the 
down-town pool-room habitues are given Bmall chance to develop 
Few McGill students can survive a single year without "knuckling 
down" and doing serious work. As a rule, therefore, idlers are 
to be found only in the freshmen classes. We have- heard many 
rumours lately to the effect that gambling practices have been 
growing around college, but at first gave little thought to the mat- 
ter, thinking it was merely the usual office gossip. An incident 
Which happened a few days ago proves the time has come for 
action by the proper authorities. A member of the staff happening 
to enter the lounge room of the Union at a time when it is usually 
deserted, noticed a group of students standing or sitting around one 
of the small tables. A very common form of gambling was in pro- 
gress, which consists in betting money on the throw of dice. Fur- 
ther investigation revealed the fact that this game is becoming 
quite popular among a certain class of students, and is being prac- 
ticed quite openly in the college buildings.' 

Love of a game of chance is a natural instinct possessed by us 
all. But the evils which are sure to accompany gambling, and 
Which as time goes on will grow until there is no manhood left, 
are sufficient to justify unmerciful condemnation. 



ALL UP— TO-NIGHT I 



To-night's game against National will mark the opening of 
the second half of the City League schedule; let us hope it will 
mark also an awakening to their duty on the part of a great num- 
ber of the students of McGill who have not been supporting the 
hard-working hockey team as the latter deserve. To one who has 
attended the games of the first half of the schedule, nothing could 
be more apparent than the fact that the McGill line-up was the 
most feebly supported of any of the six that compose the league. 
The students, instead of taking an intelligent interest in the 
achievements of the team which has been battling for the honour 
of the college, have allowed themselves to lapse into a condition 
of indifference. 

This state of affairs should be changed immediately. Laval, 
the college which has always been regarded as McGill 'a chief rival 
on the ice, seems to be much better off as regards college spirit 
than we are. There seems to be no difficulty in getting the French 
students to turn out and. "root" for their team; it is this which 
has undoubtedly been responsible to a great extent for the good 
showing they have so far made. 

Let us show that we are not behind Laval in the proper spirit. 
To-night and every Monday night, should see the rink crowded 
with undergraduates of McGill ready to cheer on the Red and White 
to the victory they deserve. The vast majority of men who do not 
turn out to these games have no excuse for their absence except 
their own laziness, or lack of interest in the affairs of the college. 
It is to such men that we address ourselves to-day, in making an 
appeal for something like the proper support for our deserving 
team. 



Flight- Lieut. J. A. Pag*. 

That his son, flight-Lieut. John 
Albert Page, Sci. '14, of the Royal 
Naval Air Service, previously re- 
ported missing, was killed In action 
on July 22 last, was the substance 
of an official cablegram received by 
Deputy Magistrate J. Albert Page, 
Brockville, Ont., from the Admiralty. 
The cablegram stated that a letter 
containing full particulars would fol- 
low Immediately. Although Fllght- 
Lieut. Page had been missir.g since 
lost July, and although word had 
been received that his machine had 
been shot down In an engagement 
beyond the enemy's lines, hope had 
not been abandoned that he might 
prove to be a prisoner of war. The 
receipt of the cablegram would ap- 
pear to indicate that Information of 
his death had been received from en- 
emy sources. 

Fllght-Lleut. Page was born In 
Brockville on July U, 1833, attended 
the public schools and Collegiate In- 
stitute there, and In 1910 entered Mc- 
Gill as a student In the Faculty of 
Applied Science. After pursuing a 
brilliant course of study, he was In 
1914 graduated with the degree of 
Bachelor of Science In Civil Engi- 
neering. During his University 
course, he was engaged on various 
engineering undertakings In different 
parts of the Dominion, being one 
summer employed on the Cedar Rap- 
Ids power plant, another year being 
engaged on a Burvey in the terri- 
tory adjacent to Hudson's Bay, and a 
third summer being engaged on the 
Ottawa Waterworks Gatineau Valley 
extension scheme. In addition he 
made a name for himself as an In- 
tercollegiate boxer and wrestler, and 
wore McGIU's colours on more than 
one occasion in lnïercolleglate com- 
petition. 

Soon after the declaration of hos- 
tilities, Mr. Page went to Toronto, 
and at the Curtlss School there en- 
tered upon a course of training as an 
airman. He went to Kngland 'ate In 
1915, and there secured a commission 
In the Royal Naval Air Service. Af- 
ter further training he went to 
France In September, 1916, and be- 
came attached to the famous 10th 
Naval Squadron. For gallantry and 
efficiency as a naval aviator he was 
promoted to the rank of flight-lieu- 
tenant, and mentioned In despatches. 

Dr. W. H. Jamleson, Med. '93, lec- 
turer In Oto-Laryngology in the Medi- 
cal Faculty, died on January 25, af- 
ter a short illness. Dr. Jamleson, 
who was a son of the late R. C. 
Jamlespn, of Montreal, was In his fif- 
tieth year.' He graduated from Mc- 
Gill and went to England, where ho 
specialized In ear, noee and throat. 
Returning to McGlli in 1904. he was 
appointed a lecturer in the Medical 
Faculty. He was unmarried. 

Asphyxiated by fumes from his au- 
tomobile, the deod body of Dr. Fran- 
cis >V. Nagle, Med. '08, was discov- 
ered in nls garage on the morning of 
January 24. The car had become 
frozen In the garage, and Dr. Nagle 
had been working In an attempt to 
move It. He had started the engine, 
and In the enclosure was soon over- 
come by the fumes. 

Dr. Anderson, of the Royal Victoria 
Hospital, examined the body, and de- 
clared doath to have been due to is- 
phyxiatlon. 

Dr. Nagle was a well-known prac- 
titioner; having been connected with 
the Royal Victoria Hospital for some 
years. He was also president of the 
American Association of Anaesthe- 
tists. He was thirty-six years of 
age. 



Word that his son, 2nd Lieut. Fred- 
erick ("Runt"! Davlea, Scl. '14, had 
safely covered the first stage of his 
trip to Egypt, ha* been received by 
Dr. T. B. Davie*, of Hull, Que. In a 
letter written at Malta, the former 
wember of the Ottawa Football team, 
and all-round athlete, told something 
of the latest ezperlenca which has 
fallen to his lot 

"Fred" Davioa donned the khaki 
two years ago, and went to Kingston 
to train with the artillery. Finding 
out that he was likely to be com- 
pelled to remain In Canada for some 
time If he continued his course, he 
obtained a transfer to the Pioneer*, 
and proceeded overseas with them. In 
the Old Country ho secured a second 
transfer, this time to the Flying 
Corps. After qualifying, he spent 
seven months in France, and was 
twice brought down by enemy guns, 
but on both occasolns escaped seri- 
ous injury. Lieut. Davles is now on 
his way to Egypt.

used to come to see me, sometimes to 
talk philosophy, for, as he once said 
to me: "1 do not see how a man can 
get through tho world in these days 
without n philosuphy of Borne kind." I 
shall not venture to talk of the ex- 
cellence of his poetry. I enjoyed what 
1 saw of it as real poetry, and I al- 
ways lay aside at once Imperfect at- 
tempts In this connection. His, how- 
ever, was crowned and honoured In 
the most exclusive literary circles. 1 
knew him, too, and why scruple to 
say it? as a really religious man, as 
a man who recognized and felt, the 
binding force and the necessary in- 
spiration of the higher realities. I 
remember once coming out of church 
with him after a communion service, 
and* we exchanged some words about 
I he value of such a service, and as to 
tho value to the community of a man 
who could truly conduct, and inspire 
«'U meaning, such a service. "Yes','" 
said McCrae, "wo scientific fellows 
arc only on the outside compared with 
a man like that!" It put me In mind 
of a similar remark by a professor of 
anatomy In Germany (even) under 
whom 1 had been studying histology. 
McCrae knew, in short, as a matter 
of mental and moral apprehension, 
that the world of the senses and the 
world of science are "phenomenal," 
p.t the philosophers put it, of a larger 
experience. And like most wholesome 
and single-minded men, he apprehend- 
ed this simply and directly as mat- 
ter of constant experience. He was 
really "surprised," In his genuine way,, 
at any one who failed to see the spir- 
itual content of our actual dally life. 
He was an unquestioning, simple, 
obedient fighter for the invisible 
k':ipdom of truth and love and Justice. 

Coining-, as I do, from the eld 
wond, there was always about ' Mc- 
Crae, to me, the freshness of the 
new, a well-spring of life and hope 
n nd creative living that Is bettor far 
than tho doctrinal culture of the old 
Matthew Arnold type. He knew how 
t« combine the old and new without 
pedantry, and with a whole-hearted 
sympathy for all typos of culture — 
all kinds of men and women. He 
was indeed a rare humanist, and the 
University can ill afford to lose him 
and his influence as a man and as a 
tft'tchnr, 

He servetl McGill and Montreal for 
years at the cost of much ungrudging, 
self-denying, and, I suppose, inade- 
quately recompensed, nctlvlty. Hav- 
ing aimed "high" In the medical pro- 
fession, he had to wait and to work 
for years for his rewar.d. 

He wanted no reward, but tho high- 
est service, I suppose. There is 
something truly pathetic, I, think, 
about such a life being cut short by 
a calamity — Just at the period of the 
maximum activity of the full grown 
r.ifi — after a long, self-denying pre- 
paration. He had to leave the world, 
too, without tho sweet consolation and 
Inspiration of a home of his own. He 
had all, or many, of the great and 
valuable things of life still ahead of 
him. 

It Is certainly fitting that the stu- 
dents of the University should be re- 
minded, by memorial services, and in 
any other way (or ways) of the great 
cost at, which their citizenship in the 
•world of knowledge, and In tho world 
of our free Dominion, is purchased. 
If these words of mine convey In any 
way the fitting homage of a teacher 
in a faculty outside Col. McCrae's im- 
mediate faculty, I need not, I sup- 
pose, apologize for them. There are 
others, I know, who ' are even now 
joining "the majority," the noble army 
-yet, 

"Quia deslderio sit pudor aut modus 
Tarn carl capitis"?
